PENNY POSTAGE. 


, There has recently been 
amongst business men at Home a 
strong agitation for a reversion to 
Penny Postage. Strangth to the 
Movement was: given when a let- 
ter with s formidable list of 
algnatories, comprising the heads

Some 80 years ago whon the 
system of extraterritoriality was 
introduced there was only a very 
small number. of foreigners) in 
China, They confined thelr resid- 
ence and activities to a few treaty 
ports. To-day ‘their number fs 
freatly incrensed and they scatter 
themselves outside of the treaty 
ports. Eighty yeara- ago Chinese 
Inw was _ radically different . from 
Western ‘nw. To-day our law is 
modelled after the Western &y8- 
em. . 

The economic — changes ‘during 
the extraterritorial period of some 
80 years have brought about funda. 
mental changes in the relation be- 
tween the Chinese ‘people and 
foreigners in China, IBxtra-ter- 
ritoriality, asa modus vivendi, 
aimed'at promoting good relations 
between the Chinese and forelgn- 
era In Chinn. To-day {it is .bound 
to produce harmful consequences 
contrary to ita original aim. 

Under the present economie and 
social order in Chinn, Chinese and 
foreigners alike suffer from some 
of the unavojdable ‘results of the 
territorial regime, ‘Mult licity of 
courts and diversity: of-laws are 
some of the many undesirable fea- 
tures under this regime from 
which both foreigners and Chincae 
suffer alike, There ‘is no doubt 
that extraterritoriality should be 
abrogated, :

None Infallible. 


To obviate these difficulties

sidered. At,any rate it is, of all 
methods, the least praetteal for 
the affafrs of daily Ife.
